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Three Questions 
If the Hoey subcommittee wants to get at the 
facts on National Democratic Chairman William 
M. Boyle Jr., it will set itself three basic ques- 


tions to answer. 
Question No. 1: Why did the RFC, after turn-

Mr. Boyle’s defense, accepted by President 
Truman, is that he had nothing to do with the 
lean.

Mr. Boyle’s defense, accepted by President 
Truman, is that he was retained as general 
counsel. Yet it is a fact that the president of 
the firm has said he performed no service. It is 
a fact that the company’s books originally listed 
the payments to him as “commissions” and not 
legal fees. Commissions for what? Why was the 
No. 2 man in national Democratic headquarters 
worth $500 a month to the company in 1949 and 
why has his “former” law partner continued to 
be worth that much ever since? 

Question No. 3: Exactly what are the relations 
between Mr. Boyle and his “former” law part- 
ner Max Siskind? 

Mr. Boyle’s defense, accepted by President 
Truman, is that he gave up his law practice 
altogether when he became executive vice-chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee at 
$30,000 a year. But this defense rests entirely 
on Mr. Boyle’s unsupported word. If the Hoey 
subcommittee insists that the statement be prov- 
ed, it will ask Mr. Boyle to document the exact 
nature of the agreement which he claims “liqui- 
dated” his law practice. And it will ask Mr. 
Boyle and Mr. Siskind to show their bank ac- 
counts to prove that the partnership actually 
ended when Mr. Boyle said it did. 

If Mr. Boyle is as pure as he says, and as 
President Truman assumes, he should not ob- 
ject to giving this kind of testimony to prove 
his statements. Certainly the Hoey subcommit- 


tee cannot claim to have made a thorough in- 


vestigation unless it seeks such testimony. 
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“Garbled, Forgotten or Ignored” 
Last Friday's head-on collision of the Kansas 

City Southern streamliner, Southern Belle, and 
a troop train of the same railroad, near Baton 
Rouge, La., was attributed to causes that might 
have been wholly averted by the use of train 
radio. A message to the troop train to take 
a siding and let the Southern Belle by was said 
to have been “garbled, forgotten or ignored.” 

Any of these miscarriages of the order would 
have been a symptom rather than the ill itself 
—the symptom of a dangerous practice on the 
railroads of issuing instructions without an ade- 
quate check to determine whether they were 
properly transmitted, or received, or understood, 
or obeyed. 

‘In golf, this would be condemned as not keep- 
ing one’s eye on the ball, and not following 
through. That is also what it is in railroading. 
If radio were used, and the recipients of mes- 
sages were required to confirm that they re- 
ceived and understood and acted upon the in- 
structions, horrors like that on the Kansas City 
Southern would be things of t the past. 
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Knowledge, Soviet Version 

Any moderately well-informed person would 
laugh in your face if you told him that “in 1934 
the leaders of the American Legion tried to 
organize a Fascist revolution, subsidized by a 
number of financial corporations.” He would 
probably break into hilarious guffaws if you 
went on to say that in the United States “the 
development of automobile transport is hin- 
dered by the oppressive railroad monopolies and 
the growing impoverishment of the workers.” 


Yet that is the sort of fiction that fills the 
first three volumes (A through some of B) of 
the new official Soviet Encyclopedia, on which 
the Kremlin's savants have been working two 
years, with a deadline of 1955. 

The most important thing they can find to tell 
their readers about Iowa is that “large capital- 
ist farms provide the basic production.” Atlanta 
is a city where “a regime of merciless racial 
discrimination has been set up for Negroes.” 
The American Federation of Labor is “the agent 
of imperialism in the labor movement in the 
U.S.A.,” the Associated Press “the mouthpiece 
for the magnates of American financial capital,” 
which “carries on propaganda for war against 
the U.S.S.R.” 

The Attorney General conducts activities ‘“di- 
rected at guaranteeing the interests of the 
monopolists and suppressing the political ac- 
tivity of the workers.” But perhaps the best 
piece of sheer and prolonged invention is the 
item on the American Legion: 

One of the largest militarized Fascist or- 
ganizations in the U.S.A. Members of trade 
unions are not accepted into the American 
Legion. All forces of the American Legion 
are used for breaking strikes, destroying 
progressive papers, lynching Negroes, at- 
tacking Communists and propagandizing for 
war against the Soviet Union. 

Possibly the darkest accomplishment of the 
Soviet Union, when it can be set in the long 
perspective of history, will prove to be this de- 
basement of the human mind by means of 
twisted facts and fabricated fancies which are 
intended, not to inform, but solely to inflame. 
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Sources of McCarthyism 
Senator McCarthy's latest performance in the 
Senate—his widely advertised denunciation of 26 
“State Department employes—is more of the 


same. As in. his other performances, the Sen- 
ator from Wisconsin succeeded in smearing 26 
persons whose disloyalty he has not succeeded 
in proving. — 

As before, he is gambling that a loyalty dis- 
missal in one or two of his cases will lend a 
spurious semblace of validity to them all. With 


’ brutal disregard for any damage he may do 
' the innocent, he counts on the mere recital of 


unfounded charges to be confused in the public 
mind with the conviction of guilt. As before, 
he seeks by the sheer violence’ and irresponsi- 
bility of his methGds to create the “big doubt” 
on which he would build his own political for- 
tunes. 

Obviously, Senator McCarthy considers his 
methods to be politically profitable to himself. 
And so they may be, if his own party fails to 
restrain him or te renounce him. So they may 
be, if the public generally and the people of 
Wisconsin specifically fail to show that they will 
not tolerate this debasement of American

politics. McCarthyism checks back to the lead- 
ership of his party and te the American people. 
It cannot survive unless responsible party lead- 
‘ers and responsible voters permit it to survive. 
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Monopoly On the East Side 
The virtual monopolistic power wielded by en- 
trenched East Side subcontractors and labor 
unions in preventing outside competition in the 
construction field is posing a serious threat to 
the $24,818,000 Scott Air Force Base emergency 


defense building program. 
~ $e serious is the threat that, es metters hew | 


stand, the Government would have te pay 
through the nose for the sorely-needed defense 
construction or change its plans and do the 
building elsewhere. 

This situation grows out of the fact that the 
Government received only single bids on the 
three main items in the 1951 phase of the Scott 
Base building program. The bids were more 
than 25 per cent higher than the estimates. And 
they were described as “way out of line” when 
compared with bids for similar work in other 
sections of the country. At most other Air Force 
bases, 10 to 20 cdntractors have engaged in live- 
ly competition for the jobs. 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch has developed 
that large general contractors capable of hand- 
ling such a huge program shy away from bid- 
ding on East Side jobs. They explain they have 
great difficulty in getting more than one bid 
from specialty subcontractors in the East Side 
area and that outside subcontractors will not 
bid for the work. For similar jobs at other bases, 
though, there is plenty of competition. 

St. Louis subcontractors generally want no 
part of East Side jobs because the labor unions 
there work without written agreements, makfng 
up their own rules on working conditions as they 
go along. This makes it all but impossible to 
estimate labor costs in advance. Outside sub- 
contractors who accept an East Side job must 
figure on higher costs. East Side subcontractors, 
on the other hand, appear to have little diffi- 
culty with labor and the jobs generally go off 
without a hitch with prices within estimates. 

A distinct smell arises from.all this. Corps of 
Engineers officers responsible for the Scott 
Base program might do worse than drop a note 


to the Department of Justice. If the note sug- 


gested a close look at the relationships among 
East Side subcontractors and between the sub- 
contractors and the construction unions involv- 
ed, all the better. 
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Cool Words From Paris 


After the emotional storms of Washington, 
it must have been refreshing for members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee to 
hear from Gen. Eisenhower in Paris these 
words: 


The material, intellectual, spiritual, 
technical and professional resources avail- 
able to the free world are so overwhelm- 
ing as compared to what the Iron Curtain 
and satellite countries have, that it is 
almost ridiculous for us to be talking in 
terms of fright and hysteria, which we 
often do. 


That is a valuable perspective on the world 
struggle whith takes on added significance by 
coming from the man who bears the respon- 
sibility for Western European defense. 

Certainly Gen. Eisenhower, knowing that 
Western Europe has increased its ground forces 
only 20 per cent in the last year, as compared 
with a 100 per cent increase in American 
forces, would be the last to say that the West 
can relax its efforts or lower its sights. Yet 
despite immediate deficiencies in defense, he 
takes the sahe, cool view that the West already 
occupies a situation of tremendous strength. 
The resources are there; the task is to mo- 
bilize them. 

This is a task that can be achieved without 
“fright and hysteria.” We need calm minds 
and clear vision in order to realize that the 
objectives of the European defense program 
are limited and attainable—and to bear in mind 
that the over-all objective is peace, not war. 
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Back for the Fast Buck 


Less than four months ago a grand jury 
warned that “gambling will not be tolerated” 
in Madison county. Gambling is being tol- 
erated in Madison county. As disclosed by 
the Post-Dispatch, gamblers have been setting 
up cyap tables in increasing numbers. 


Much of the rattling-bone business is still 
confined to back rooms, and the hush is on 
the racket. But the hoodlums obviously hope 
to be let alone, or they would not be so busy. 
There is the White Swan Inn, north of Name- 
oki, the Tattle Tale north of Collinsville, and 
The Empire northeast of East St. Louis, run 
by Buster Wortman’s associates. 


Much of this pursuit of the fast buck began 
while State’s Attorney Austin Lewis was vaca- 
tioning and Sheriff Joseph T. Callahan was in 
a hospital. With vacations and recuperations 
over, these authorities can easily put an end 
to the new gambling rackets. More than a 
year ago Gov. Adlai Stevenson sent the State 
Police into Madison county because local law 
enforcement was sitting on its thumbs. 

Surely the State’s Attorney and Sheriff will 
not wait for the state to show them how to 
enforce the laws? ® ‘ 
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Who Pays What for Civil Defense? 

Civil Defense Director Tucker’s estimate of 
what an adequate civil defense pgogram for St. 
Louis will cost makes it possible to start work- 
ing out an allocation of the burden. 

The total, he said, is $15,585,587. Of this, 
$1,320,000 would have to be paid by the city 
under existing legislation, and the remainder of 
the cost would be borne by the Federal Govern- 
ment. Mr. Tucker says the city’s share is more 
than it can afford, and he urges assumption of a 
larger portion by the Federal Government. 

Just how much a city should be expected to 
pay of the costs for its own civilian defense, 
there does not seem to be any ready rule of 
thumb to determine. One fact which appears 
evident from the figures is that the $125,000 a 
year which the Missouri Legislature has appro- 
priated for the coming two years is not going 
to ease much of the burden on the cities. 

Mayor Zeidler of Milwaukee is undoubtedly 
right in saying that state legislatures, most of 
them dominated by rural blocs, cannot be ex- 
pected to do overly much for civil defense of 
their cities. The question arises whether the 
Missouri Legislature is not doing overly little. 
The state treasury is comparatively well off, the 
city treasury comparatively lean. 

At this stage in the development of civil de, 
fense it would be well if federal, state and mu- 
nicipal officials could come together to estab- 
lish in Missouri, and in all the other states, a 
sensible allocation of the financial burden. Too 
much time cannot be spent in determining 
where the money is te come from and how 
much of it is to come, for that part of the busi- 
ness is only a preliminary to action.

Western social and industrial revolution holds out hope of reduc- 


ing poverty and inequality to all of world, eminent historian says; 
Asia has grasped this hope with our technology; issue now is 


whether West or Russia will guide her progress toward tomorrow. 


Extracts From British Radio Talks by Arnold Toynbee, Noted Historian, 
Reprinted in The Commonweal From the B.B.C, Listener 


Asia is certainly waking up today; but 
there are two points about what is hap- 
pening in Asia which some of us in the 
West may not yet have realized so clearly. 

The first point is that, in hitting us—as 
Asia is hitting us just now in the south 
Persian oil fields, among other places— 
— is not just hitting out; she is hitting 

ack. 

The second point is that, in waking up, 
as she is waking now, Asia is not waking 
for the first time. 

To us it may seem 
today as if Asia 
were taking the of- 
fensive against us, 
but to the Asian peo- 
ple it does not look 
like that at all. To 
them it looks as if 
they were now at 
last just beginning 
to stand their ground 
and hold their own 
against a Western 
offensive f rom 
which they have 
been suffering for at headld Tevnies 
least four centuries | 
and a half—for they have been feeling our 
pressure ever since Vasco da Gama 
reached India by sea round the Cape of 
Good Hope in 1498. 

Asia, as we all know, has beén awake 
before. Asia's achievements during the 
4000 or 5000 years ending about the year 
1500 of our era were the making of the 
modern Western civilization that has con- 
quered the oceans and dominated Asia 
since then. 


Stark Choice of Asians 


The strength drawn by mankind in the 
West from mankind’s previous achieve- 
ments in Asia was the source of the pow- 
er that recently enabled a small Western 
minority of the human race to dominate 
the majority for a time. By the nineteenth 
century, our Western predominance had 
brought Asia to a pass at which she was 
faced with the stark choice of éither learn- 
ing to use our Western tools or else going 
under. Naturally she chose to learn the 
“know-how” of this alien Western tech- 
nology. 

If Asia could stop there, we perhaps 
might imagine the world going back to 
something 
in which it had been before de Gama 
rounded the Cape. But mankind's present 
problem in Asia is not so simple as that. 


“It is impossible to set up a water-tight 
bulkhead between technology and econom- 


. ics on the one side and ethics and religion 


on the other, because our Western tech- 
nology is not just an efficient high-pow- 
ered way of doing what we want with in- 
animate nature. It has in it something 
more than that; there are latent in it an 
idea, an ideal, a hope; and these impon- 
derable spiritual fellow travelers with 


, our Western technology cannot be kept 


at arm's length. 
Our Kind of Revolution 


What is this hope. this ideal, this idea 
which our modern Western industrial rev- 
olution has brought with it? It is the pos- 
meg and therefore the duty, of reduc- 
ing, and perhaps in the end re 
outright, the odious social inequality be- 
tween one class of human souls and an- 
other which, with war, has been 
ee ee copybook of 
human civilization so far. 


Our modern Western social revolution 
has been an economic revolution as well 
as a political one. It has given the ma- 
terial power to put its social ideals into 
practice. For the first time in history 
society has commanded the practical 
means of extending the boons of civiliza- 
tion from a privileged minority. to man- 
kind at large. 

In taking technology up. the Asian peo- 
ples have exposed themselves to the chal- 
lenge that technology presents to a re- 
gime of social inequality which is as oid 


like the state of equilibrium . 


as civilization itself. So I do not hesitate 
to prophesy that an Asia which has once 
mastered the use of our Western tools 
will find herself wrestling with her own 
domestic problem of social injustice long 
after she has finished settling accounts 
with the West. 

This social “Asia”:of mine includes, for 
instance, the whole of Africa and the 
whole of Indian America—and by “In- 
dian America” I mean a chain of superfi- 
cially Latin republics in which a depressed 
native peasantry is in the majority in the 
population, under the thin veneer of a 
privileged minority of European origin. 

A peasantry that had previously been 
acquiescing has at last been awaking from 
its slumber. It had submitted to its hard 
lot for all that time because, for all that 
time, it had never dreamed of any pos- 
sibility of a change for the better. The 
impact of the West has. put this dream 
into the mind of the Chinese and the 
Mexican peasantry. The dream has moved 
— once docile fatalists to assert them- 
selves. 


An Enemy to Sow Tares 


This Asian peasantry that is now re- 
awaking from China to Peru and from 
Mexico to Java amounts to at least three- 
quarters of the whole living generati##-of 
mankind. This is a world affair. It i#jone 
of the issues that are going to be defisive 
for the general destinies of the human 
race in a chapter of history that is now 
just opening. 

In mankind’s plan for producing a 
worldwide abundance, there are at least 
two obvious bottlenecks that are already 
catching the Asian majority by the throat. 
The first of these is the time that it takes 
to make those radical changes in habits 
and values that are required for turning 
a primitive peasant into a skilled fades. 
trial worker. 

The second bottleneck is the time that 
it takes, even when you have succeeded 
in breaking an immemorially old cake of 
custom, to build up your fund of technical 
skill. But Asia today is impatient; she is 
not in a mood to wait. 


What I am saying, you see, is that Asia 
—my “Greater Asia”—is a field that is 
almost asking for an enemy to come by 
night and sow tares in it. The enemy has, 
of course, turned up to take advantage 
of his grand opportunity. 


The Soviet Tempter Speaks 


Russia’s appeal to Asia is, I think. this. 
Russia can say to Asia today: “Yesterday, 
I, Russia, was an old-fashioned peasant 
society, such as you are today. But look at 
me now. See how I have pulled myself up 
to the Western level of efficiency. pros- 
perity and power. What is more. I have 
done all this without Western aid. And 


‘', you can do for yourselves tomor- 
row if only you will take my advice and 
follow my example.” 

So speaks the Russian tempter to a be- 
wildered and discontented Asia. Of oe 
there is, as always, a catch in what th 
tempter says to the intended 
he is stalking.

Frontier Justice 


HANGING JUDGE, by Fred Harvey Harrington. (Cax- 
ton, Inc., 199 Pas., $4.) 

A tough judge if there ever was one, 
Isaac C. Parker sent 79 men to the gal- 
lows at Fort Smith, Ark., during thee 21 
years (1875-96) that he presided over the 
United States Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Arkansas. Throughout Oklahoma 
in the days when it was Indian Territory 
he was known as “the hanging judge.” 
Years later, a United States Attorney 
General, Philander C. Knox, commented, 
“Judge Parker tried and sentenced to 
death more murderers than any judge 
who ever sat within the limits of the 
United States.” 


The story of this stern judge, of his 
deputy marshals (65 of whom were killed 
in line of duty) and of the desperadoes 
they blotted out is a stark tale of one of 
the last American frontiers. It is drawn 
from court records, old newspapers and 
persons who knew 
Judge Parker. 

Judge Parker, 36 
when appointed to 
the Western District, 
had practiced law 
in St. Joseph and 
had been judge of 
the Twelfth Judicial 
District of Missouri. 
The tall, broad- 
shouldered man with 
piercing eye found 
his court ‘“‘permeat- 
ed with official cor- 
ruption, a source of 
laughter for the law- 
breaking.” 

Judge Parker buckled down to work. 
His sessions often began at 7:30 a.m., ran 
until noon, from 1:30 p.m. to 6 and with 
occasional night sessions. This went on 
six days a week. He disposed of 12,000 
criminal and 1500 civil cases. For every 
acquittal he got five convictions. For the 
first six years, his hangings were public. 
He had two sextuple executions, three 
quintuple and three quadruple. 


Contrary to. Hollywood movies and 
folk ballads, the desperadoes who died an 
Parker’s gallows were not Robin Hoods. 
Judge Parker spoke of them as the 
“refuse of humanity” and “brutes with a 
tigerish appetite for blood.” As typical, 
he cited Martin Joseph and John Pointer, 
whom he sentenced to death. 


Joseph, with a companion, shot a part- 
ner in the back and then raped and killed 
the dead man’s wife. Later, he murdered 
his companion. Pointer killed a man and 
a crippled boy, who had befriended him, 
for their team of horses and wagon. He 
lost his bravado and died a coward on 
the scaffold. 

In passing a death sentence, Judge 
Parker generally quoted from the Bible 
and exhorted the murderer to accept God. 
As he put it: “The Court is but the 
humble instrument to aid in the execution 
of that divine justice which has ever de- 
cided that he who takes what he cannot 
return—human life—shall lose his own.” 
And again: “Debased and unfortunate 
man! You forgot that the eye of your 
God was fixed upon you: the eye of that 
God who suffers not even & sparrow to 
fall without His notice.” 


Frequently rambling, generally roughly 
written and often lacking in detail, 
“Hanging Judge” presents a lively and in- 
teresting picture of bygone days.

— a chip over his opponent's 

all 

The new rule will permit the 
removal of the ball nearer the 
hole, so that the longer putt can 
be made without obstruction. 
One other major rule change 
will increase the penalty for an 
out-of-bounds shot from one to 
two strokes, the same as that for 
a lost ball or an unplayable shot. 
An out-of-bounds shot henceforth 
will cost the player both loss of 
stroke and distance, instead of, 
loss of distance only. 

If the new code is approved by 
British authorities as expected, 
the only remaining difference be- 
tween American and British rules 
will be in the size of the bail. 
The minimum diameter of the 
American ball is 1.62 inches; the 
British minimum is 1.68 inches.

OTH morally and financially, 

legalized gambling in Nevada 

is a flop. That was our con- 
clusion after tne Senate Crime 
Committee visited the only state 
which lawfully permits all gam- 


bling. 

We had wanted to see whether, 
in the committee’s opinion, it 
would deter organized crime if 

aming were legalized nationally. 
We decided, instead, that “Nevada 
speaks eloquently in the nega- 
tive.” ~ 

It is true that revenue from 
state and local taxes on gambling 
is welcome in Nevada. However, 
what the state receives is only a 
pitiful fraction of the milljons of 
dollars that the gamblers them- 
selves drain from the public—not 
all of whom are out-of-state tour- 
ists, either. 

Furthermore, Las Vegas, Reno 
and.other gambling centers have 


.become headquarters for some of 


the nation’s worst mobsters. A 
sample was the late Bugsy Siegel, 
formerly a director of New York’s 
Murder, Inc. He became the 
gambling boss of Las Vegas until 
he was murdered in his mistress’ 
home in California in 1947. 

Another is Lester (Benny) Bin- 
ion (currently alive), who in 1936 
was run out of Dallas, where he 
bossed a million-dollar-a-year pol- 
icy racket. Binion still has a hand 
in running the Texas racket by 
remote. control from Las Vegas, 
according to Dallas police. 

In fact, he carried on a lurid 


‘féud with Harold Noble, the Dal- 


las gambler who had been shot at 
so often that he was known in 
the underworld as “The Cat.” But 
after Noble’s wife was blown up 
in a dynamite explosion, Binion 
quietly sent an emissary to Dallas 
to assure Noble that he was not 
behind the trouble. (Noble was 
killed in Texas last week.) Binion 
and the Nevada mob were un- 
happy over the bad publicity 
which was indirectly hurting busi- 
ness in the Nevada casinos. 
Studying what happens when a 
state or community is “Siegelized” 
or “Binionized,” my own opposi- 
tion @o legalized gambling has 
become firm. The casinotype of 
operation is more often crooked 
than not—and legalizing it will 
not make it leSs so. The fascina- 
tion of gambling to many people 
is so that it would be com- 


plete folly to make the facilities 


more available.

Employes of a magnesium plant 
near Las Vegas were paid ex- 
tremely high wages and should 
have been prosperous. Yet, when 
the plant had to be moved sev- 
eral hundred miles, many of the 
employes simply did not have 
the money to move their families 
to the new ations; their earn- 
ings had gone into the convenient 
slot machines and gambling dens. 
There is more than an abundance 
of evidence that when gambling 
is minimized, legitimate business 
flourishes. Senator Lester ~ C. 
Hunt, a member of the committee, 
told us of his experience as gov- 
ernor of Wyoming. When gam- 
bling was outlawed in his state, 
business inéreased tremendously 
and sales tax revenues to the 
state immediately soared. 

Nevada’s gambling laws. have 


been subject to periodic altera-. 


tions. The latest took effect in 
1949. It required that persons 
engaging in gambling operations 
must be licensed by the state, 
county and city. Such license 
power is vested in the Nevada 
State Tax Commission. . 
Ironically, the tax commission 
member appointed to “represent 
business” is William J. Moore, 
himself engaged in a gambling 
operation as part owner of the 
Last Frontier hotel. The lanky, 
drawling Commissioner Moore ad- 
dressed everyone as “fellow’— 
even the dignified Senator Charles 
W. Tobey of New Hampshire. 


x * * 


S part of the same “reform” 
in Nevada’s gambling laws, 
there is sup to be an 
“impartial” distribution to all 
licensed bookmakers of the race 
news wire service, the life blood 
of gambling. The tax commission 
is authorized to fix rates for this 
service and, in general, supervise 
its operation. The same Mr. Moore 
told us he recently made a deal 
for wire service for his own hotel 
at a rate which, in the 
opinion of the committee, “gives 
him a considerable financial ad- 
vantage over his competitors.” 
The driving force behind the 
“reforms” was the frightening 
fact that the out-of-state hood- 
lums and killers who invaded 
Nevada had beco so greedy 
and violent that an outbreak of 
gang warfare was feared. By 
“licensing” them, the state hoped 
to stabilize the industry. Yet the 
tax commission promptly granted 
licenses to the same hoodlums. 
This, as the dual-roled Mr. 
Moore explained, was a sort of 
“granddaddy clause” to protect 
the people who were in the busi- 
ness when the law was passed. 
When Counsel Rudolph Halley 
asked how the commission pos-

We also were captivated by 
the unique role of Clifford Aaron 
Jones, attorney-at-law, lieutenant 
governor of the state and a part- 
ner in the Pioneer Club, the 
Golden Nugget and the Thunder- 
bird Hotel, all gambling opera- 
tions. Lt. Gov. Jones’s 24% per 
cent interest in the Pioneer Club, 
which he purchased for $5000, has 
yielded him approximately $14,000 
a year, and his 1 per cent inter- 
oa Ste ea gs a 
which he p 310, pays about 
$12,000, 
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HE move which placed the tax 

commission in the business of 

licensing gamblers, as a mat- 
ter of fact, was precipitated by 
Robert E. Jones, district attorney 
of the county in which Las Vegas 
is located and a law partner— 
though no relation—to Lt. Gov. 
Jones. He wrote the tax commis- 
sion that the gangsters were get- 
ting too quarrelsome since Sie- 
gel’s assassination and that war- 
fare might break out at any time. 

Siegel, an associate of Lucky 
Luciano, Frank Costello, Joe 
Adonis and other rulers of the 
eastern mob, moved into Las 
Vegas around 1942, and estab- 
lished the plushy Flamingo Hotel. 
Working with Moe Sedway, ex- 
convict and long-time racketeer, 
he was the indisputable czar of 
the Nevada wire service. Actu- 
ally, he was believed to have 
muscled in as a silent partner of 
every bookmaker to whom he 
sold the wire service and he 
would refuse service to any 
bookie who would not stand still 
for the “muscle.” 


He was shot to death in the 
home he was leasing for Virginia 
Hill in Bevery Hills, Calif. There 
are two theories for his assassina- 
tion: (1) He attempted to carry 
his “muscle” tactics too far, and/ 
or (2) His last East Coast and 
Chicago mob backers were dis- 
pleased with the way he had 
managed their western interests. 

The Fischetti brothers of the 
Chicago-Capone syndicate, the 
Frank Costello-Frank Erickson 
interests in New York, and cer- 
tain members of che Detroit mob 
had invested heavily in Bugsy’s 
Flamingo, which reputedly cost 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. 
They were said to be displeased 
with Bugsy’s management of the 
expensive property. 

Virginia Hill is said to have 
known that the killing was to 
happen and she was out of the 
United States at the time. In New 
York later, she furiously dis-, 
claimed such knowledge. 

Anyway, after Siegel’s murder, 
the Flamingo’s operation was 
taken over by Morris Rosen and 
Moe Sedway. They attempted to 
Carry on Bugsy’s race wire mone 
opoly, but weren’t tough enough. 

Soon the Stearns brothers, op- 
erators of the Santa Anita club, 
next door, began tapping the 
Frontier club’s race wire. It was 
then that the district attorney 
began fearing that shooting would 
break out, and the licensing ar- 
rangement, which has led to du- 
bious peace among the gamblers 
in Nevada, was set up.

HEY sang in the old song: 

“Let the punishment fit the 

crime.” Today, they’ve added: 
“Let the punishment fit the 
child.” 

Just as every kind of juvenile 
mischief must be handled differ- 
ently, so must every mischiev- 
ous child—whether he is the 
only one in the family or one of 
a hundred in an institution. This 
up-to-date concept of discipline 
was a keynote of the summer 
Institute on Behavior of Children 
in Institutions, sponsored by the 
St. Louis University School of 
Social Work and directed by Sis- 
ter Agnita Miriam of Washing- 
ton, D.C. Thirty-nine nuns rep- 
resenting 14 religious orders were 
enrolled in the three - week 
institute. 

Parents and institutional staff 
members face much the same be- 
havior problems in children, and 
many of the same worries about 
how to cope with them, Sister 
Agnita Miriam said. This, how- 
ever, is the major difference: a 
parent can punish his child with- 
out destroying the natural bonds 
of affection and feeling of se- 
curity. 

That’s why spanking or slap- 
ping, to which many a frustrated 
parent has resorted in despera- 
tion, are taboo in institutions. 

“We must always remember 
that we are dealing with some- 
one else’s child,” she said. “A 
mother might spank her child, 
and the child still will feel he 
is loved despite the punishment. 
That same feeling cannot pos- 
sibly exist between a child and 
an institution staff member. 

“Here is an example of fit- 
ting the punishment to child as 
well as to the offense. One in- 
dividual may not be bothered at 
all by a spanking. The same dis- 
cipline would be extremely 
harmful to another if he were 
inclined to be over-sensitive. 

“There is no doubt that we are 
not as stern in our treatment of 
children as we used to be. We 
certainly shouldn’t be. We must 
not punish a child in anger.” 

That goes for parent as well 
as substitute parent, conferees 
agree. 

“We must get to the causes 
behind every offense, whether in 
the home or in the institution,” 
another nun said. “Those causes 
will help dictate discipline. It is 
important that the offense be dis- 
cussed with the child—and when 
he is quiet. 

“We cannot begin to set up a 
formula of discipline for treat- 
ment of each problem. We must 
know the background of the 
child, find out all the causes be- 
hind his particular behavior 
problem.” 

That in itself 4s good, said 
Sister Agnita Miriam, “because in 
taking the time to find out the 
cause, we become less harsh in 
our treatment of the child.” 

The same dominant behavior 
problems — lying, stealing, ex-

treme aggressiveness, abnormal 
fears—can exist in a normal home 
as well as an institution. But 
sometimes, conferees agreed, they 
are intensified in an institution 
simply because the child loses 
some of his feeling of security 
which is found in a good home. 


“Most behavior problems stem 
from a lack of security and love,” 
said one nun representing a home 
for dependent children. “A child 
coming into an institution be- 
cause his own home has not 
proved adequate -for his care 
must have restored for him his 
shattered trust in adults. 

“It is important that a child 
be treated with love and affec- 
tion in his own home. Even more 
important is it in an institution.” 

That is why children in a large 
institution are divided into small 
groups of between 12 and 20, 
Sister Agnita Miriam said. In 
such a system, a housemother, or 
substitute parent, is responsible 
for each group. 

“A child needs to relate him- 
self to one person, just as he 
would to his natural mother. He 
cannot very well relate himself 
to four or five adults. For that 
reason, the housemother handles 
most problems which arise. She 
is responsible for his daily care 
and for discipline within the small 
group. If it is too serious a prob- 
lem for her to handle, she can 
take advantage of psychiatric 
services. 


“It seems to me that today in 
our complex society we are find- 
ing more seriously-disturbed chil- 
dren in our institutions than we 
foumd even as recently as five 
years ago. Group living can have 
some inherent values for children 
over a temporary period. But in- 
stitutions now are anxious to.get 
children back into their own 
homes, if possible, because no 
matter how good the institution, 
it cannot replace a good home. 

“In the old-time institutions, 
most of the children were there 
as dependents, because they had 
lost their parents through death. 
Today, there are many whose par- 
ents are living, but for some rea- 
son cannot provide an adequate or 
proper home situation for their 
children.

‘The 
child is father of the man’: or, 
as Milton puts it ‘The childhood 
shows the man as morning shows 
the day’.” 

In other words, show me your 
child and I can tell you what 
kind of man he will make. The 
poets’ idea, not necessarily this 
researcher's!

institutional life is disappearance 
of the title, “orphan asylum.” A 
half-century ago it served princi- 
pally as that—asylum for children 
who were wards of the state by 
the loss of their parents and the 
breaking up of their homes. 

“The name, ‘orphan asylum,’ 
can have an adverse effect on a 
child and on his future behavior,” 
said Sister Agnita Miriam. “It at- 
taches a stigma to him which ws? 
are trying to erase. 

“There are some today who ob- 
ject even to the word ‘home’ in 
the corporate name of an institu- 
tion, feeling that this carries the 
same stigma. That is the reason 
you will find many institutions 
today bearing such names as ‘Hill- 
crest’ or ‘Wildwood.’ You can’t 
tell from the title just what the 
institution is. 

“We feel it Is important today 
to keep the children in touch with 
the community in which they live; 
to help them be a part of the 
community, rather than to be iso- 
lated as institutional children. In 
one case cited here, all children 
in a certain home attended public 
school in the community, while in 
another case, children of the com- 
munity attended school in the in- 
stitution.” 

The institute, third of its kind 


‘to be directed at St. Louis Uni- 


versity by Sister Agnita Miriam, 
attracted not only administrators 
of children’s institutions, but 
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cooks, housemotkers, teachers 
and household workers, ‘all who 
would have contact with the 
children. 

The nuns met for class session 
each morning, then in the after- 
noon took field trips to St. Louis 
area institutions, public, private 
and parochial. There they ob- 
served facilities and administra- 
tive methods, using their obser- 
vations as the basis for later dis- 
cussion.

ISTER AGNITA MIRIAM, blue- 
Sevea and merry-faced, is a 

member of the Sisters of Char- 
ity of St. Vincent de Paul of 
York, whose mother house is at 
Mount St. Vincent on the Hudson, 
New York.. She is now professor 
of child welfare at Catholic Uni- 
versity of America where she 
took her undergraduate work and 
got her master of arts and master 
of social work degrees. 


She conducted similar insti- 
tutes here in 1946 and 1947, and 
came to St. Louis this year from 
a conference at St. Teresa’s Col- 
lege, Winona, Minn. . Known for 
her leadership in social service 
work, she was for many years 
chairman of the Conference of 
Religious in the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Charities. 

In the institute, Sister Agnita 
Miriam said, registrants discussed 
“problems of discipline as a 
means to an end, the end being 
self-control-and self-discipline. 

“Our program was focused on 
child behavior and we looked at 
the plant, the program and the 
staff of each institution as they 
affected behavior patterns. Of 
these, the staff is most important. 

“Our worst problem today is 
not that institutions are over- 
crowded, but that they are under- 
staffed. That is another reason 
why it seems wise to break up the- 
large group into smaller units. 

“In our program of dealing 
with all these problems of be- 
havior and integrating the chil- 
dren with the community, we are 
working toward that day when 
there is no stigma attached to a 
child whose home is in an in- 
stitution.”

Outside the 
national parks, where hunting is forbidden, there is nothing 
bigger than a squirrel worth shooting within a hard day’s

snap, and entirely devoid of danger. It is neither. It is damned 
hard work and everything you shoot can be dangerous if you 
are careless. For an example, I saw a skilled hunter narrowly 
escape serious injury from a wounded zebra, which came to 
life and pinned him against the shooting car, with hoofs flash- 
ing and mouth wide open. A big zebra can take your arm off 
with a bite.

OUR FRIEND TONY DYER, a white hunter, is currently 
in hospital with two tremendous wounds. A buffalo soaked up 
a dozen shots and still had enough energy left to toss Tony 
twice. Within the last year, four white hunters and one client 
were excessively rumpled by rhino, buffalo and leopard. 

Another friend, Tommy Shevlin, hunting with the dean of 
the professionals, Philip Percival, once was charged by three 
rhinos simultaneously, and they had to shoot all three. The 
last of the trio fell across Percival’s body as Shevlin shot it at 
about three feet. And a rhino weighs over two tons. 

Hyenas can bite your face off as you sleep. And I know 
no single hunter who hasn’t had several slim escapes from 
the big stuff, especially elephant, buffalo and rhino. The hunt- 
ers have a sarcastic saying about fancy marksmen who come 
on safari and brag that they can split a pencil at 400 yards. 

“Fine,” they say. “Double dandy. But how is he at shooting 


a buffalo at six feet?” mee

MY BOY SELBY, by those standards, is adequate. His 
last buffalo took one over the right eye, under the left eye, 
and through the left eye. When he slid to a halt he was some- 
thing under five feet from Harry. 

+I suppose there is a type of hunter who comes out here 

and then asks his professional to shoot the game for him, 
and I suppose there are others who send the hired hunter into 
bush after an animal they’ve wounded. My lad has fired twice 
on this trip, both times at buffalo, and both shots intended 
as finishers after I'd placed the first pellet. One was unneces- 
sary and the other didn’t stop the old m’bogo. We had to go 
into the bush after him, anyhow. ° 7 

As for the ease of the thing, we have devoted two full 
weeks to awful, arduous, dusty travel between shooting camps, 
and have averaged over 100 miles per day while hunting in 
the car. We have averaged about 10 miles a day walking over 
mountains and through swamps. There has been no day when 
we were up after dawn or returned before black dark.

The Blood Types 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


IFE-SAVING transfusions would be impossible without the. 
knowledge of blood groups. Such knowledge also saves 
the lives of babies. 

Lack of knowledge of the four major human blood types 
made transfusions unsuccessful until the twentieth century. 
Transfusions were tried at least 500 years ago. It appears 
that Pope Innocent VIII was transfused in ‘the fifteenth cen- 
tury and lived. However, at that time and until modern times, 
transfusion may have been the procedure that gave rise to 
the bromide, “The operation was successful but the patient 
died,” for that is what usually happened. With no knowledge 
of germ infections or blood types, the results of transfusions 
were uSually so bad as to make them very unpopular. 


. © 
DOCTOR KARL ne changed all this by his 
discovery of the four human blood types. In 1902, when he 
was 34 years old and working at the University of Vienna 
Medical School, he demonstrated that the bloods of all people 
don't mix safely but that people have four basically different 
blood types. These blood types are inherited just as are 
brown eyes or black hair. This discovery was so important 
that Dr. Landsteiner received the Nobel Prize in physiology 
edicine for it in 1930 when he was a member of the 

Institute for Medical Research. 

quid part of the blood and the red blood cor- 
puscles share fhis basic property of belonging to four dif- 
ferent groups. What happens when the wrong type red cor- 
puscles are put in another person’s blood stream is that they 
clump together like grains of cayenne pepper so as to stop 


up small blood vessels. 
The difference in the major blood groups depends upon 


@ the presence or absence of two substances in the red blood 


eS 


corpuscles and two other substances in the plasma. If one 
of these, called A, is present in a person's red cells, his plasma 
contains a substance which will clump strange red cells from 
another person containing the other or B factor. Thus, he 
must receive blood from another type A person in order that 
the transfused red corpuscles won't clump together. | 


* * 

SOME PEOPLE on both A and B factors in their blood 
cells so that their serum contains none of these clumping 
substances. On the other hand, some people’s red cells have 
no blood type factors and this blood, theoretically, could be 
given to anyone else—the universal donor. However, the 
universal donor and the universal recipient idea isn’t practical 
except in an extreme emergency because there are other blood 
factors to consider. . 

Therefore, as a matter of safety, even after a person with 
the proper type blood is found for transfusion, his blood is 
mixed with the clear serum of the person receiving the blood 
to see whether the red cells clump together.

IN ADDITION to Bo A and B factors.making up the four 
major types of human blood, there are M and N and Rh 
factors to make the whole thing more complicated. 

A person's blood type does not change from the age of 
one year until his death. Because blood types are inherited, 
it is sometimes possible to prove absolutely that a given man 
could not be the father of a certain child. It is never possible 
to prove he is the father by blood types.

Papers across the nation began 
to comment editorially about the 
situation. Said the Dallas News: 
“These ladies are asking for jail.” 
But it added: “However, some- 
thing seems to say that Washing- 
ton will not put many of them 
in jail.” 

Then the women started letters 
out to the state congressmen. The 
Texas Senate took notice and 


/passed a. resolution calling on 


Texas’ Washington delegation to 
os for repeal of the amend- 
ment. 


This was a prelude to Treasury 
representatives visiting Marshall 
to present tax bills, to which a 
few cents in interest and penal- 
ties had been added. 

Thirty-two members of the 
Harrison County Bar Association 
chimed in, signing and circulat- 
ing petitions applauding the 
women’s stand. 

Facing a July $1 deadline for 
filing reports for the second 
quarter of the year, the women 
again wrote Secretary Snyder, 
again outlining their reasons for 
refusing to comply.

Child Behavior 
The 18-Monther Says 'No': 


By Frances L. llg and Louise Bates Ames 


Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development. 


E may describe the 18- 

monther as one who walks 

down a one-way street. And 
that one way is usually in the 
opposite direction from that 
which mother and father would 
like to have him take. 

His favorite word is “No” and 
his favorite direction is away 
from. A direct command such as, 
“Come here, Billy,” will usually 
be met. with the direct refusal, 
“No,” and/or by Billy’s running 
as far away from you as space 
will allow. 

x * 


THESE CHARACTERISTICS of 
the 18-monther make discipline 
difficult, but by no means im- 
possible. If we stick to “Come 
here” and “Do as I say; you're 
going to learn to mind,” we will 
not get very far. But if we are 
willing to apply developmental 
techniques, that is, to find out 
what a child of his age (or de- 
velopment) can and cannot do, to 
appreciate iow his organism 
works, and then to act according- 
ly—we can much of the time get 
him to behave as we wish. 

The 18-monther is not too much 
influenced by words alone. But 
there are things which influence 
him mightly. Food. is usually a 
very good lure. If you want your 
18-month baby to come to you, 
you may get no results at all from 
“Come here, dear.” But hold out 
a cookie, a piece of fruit, in fact 
almost anything edible, and the 
chances are that he will come 
running. If you have no food 
handy, a favorite teddy-bear or 
doll held out toward him but out 
of his reach, will also be very 
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likely to get the desired results. 

SUCH DEVICES may not per- 
haps give you quite the feeling 
of mastery that, “Come here, 
Billy” does, but they are much 
more likely to get the desired re- 
sults. This is, of course, the main . 
secret of good discipline—to rec- 
ognize your child’s abilities and 
inabilities so accurately that what 
you demand of him is within his 
ability to perform, Your stand- 
ards may be high, and your de- 
mands may be firm, if you wish, 
but they should’ be reasonable. 

Recognizing the child’s inabili- 
ties and immaturities does not 
mean that you are Being weak— 
it merely means that you are be- 
ing fair. 

And above all do not discipline 
your child simply for the sake of 
proving your authority and to 
show how well you can make him 
mind. Dr. Gesell has commented 
that the homes in which there is 
the best discipline are often the 
homes in which the word “disci- 
pline” is seldom or never used.
